The Merrick County Board of Supervisors met Monday, November 10, 2014 at 9:09 a.m. in the Supervisors Room, 
County Courthouse, Central City, NE, with Graves, Helgoth, Kucera, Hahn, Weller, Kreachbaum,  and Wiegert  present.  
Also present was County Attorney Lynelle Homolka. 
Moved Helgoth, second Graves to convene as Board of Supervisors at 9:06 a.m.  Roll Call: All Ayes 
Notice of the meeting was given thereof by publications in the Republican Nonpareil and The Palmer Journal and on the 
Merrick County website.  Proof of publication is filed in the Clerk’s Office.  Copies of the agenda were mailed to each 
Supervisor and kept current and available to the public at the County Clerk’s Office.  
Chairman Wiegert declared the meeting was preceded by publicized notice and having acknowledged and identified the 
location of the posting of the current copy of the Open Meetings Act, called the meeting to order and in open session at 
9:09 a.m.  
Agenda:  Moved Kucera, second Helgoth to approve the agenda as presented.  Roll Call:  All Ayes. 
Minutes:  Moved Weller, second Graves to approve the minutes of the October 28, 2014 meeting.  Roll Call:  All Ayes. 
Meeting reports:  Hahn attended the Midland Agency on Aging meeting in Hastings; Weller attended two Economic 
Development meetings; Kucera attended the Extension Board meeting on Tuesday, November 4; Wiegert went to Illinois 
with Caterpillar to tour their factories. 
Official reports: Extension Educator Tammy Stuhr said they used the 4-H building line item in their budget to hire a 
grant writer for $25.00 an hour and it will take about 50 hours.  The grant writer will write the grant for the half million 
Peter Kwiet grant.  They are going to hire someone for four hours of research to see if other grants are out there.  They 
will take this out of their miscellaneous line item and it will cost $100.00.  There is $200.00 budgeted and they already 
have a contract signed for this.  Stuhr had emailed a contract to the Board from the architect but Stuhr said it has not been 
corrected.  The Fair Board would not being signing the contract for the architect until their meeting on the 20th and she 
would bring a corrected contract to the County Board as soon as she received it this a.m.  Gary Berry gave an update on 
what he has been doing in his office.  Sheriff Kevin Campbell said they had 353 total calls last month and on November 
22, 2014 they will be doing their third food bank. This is the Saturday before Thanksgiving and they will have perishable 
and nonperishable items.  They had 75 families at the first food bank and 150 at the second one.  Campbell is a Certified 
Firearm instructor for another four years.  Campbell also told the Board that he had been checking into D.A. Davidson 
about financing of vehicles that would save the county money by costing around $13,000.00 a year for two vehicles 
instead of the $25,000.00 that has been budgeted for one.  County Clerk Wichmann informed the Board that Merrick 
County had been selected at random to conduct a manual audit for the 2014 General Election.  County Attorney Homolka 
said she needed a resolution from the County Board to make her position full time and wants the Board permission to 
continue with the special prosecution cases she has been appointed to handle by other counties.  Tom Smith, Emergency 
Manager, said the Summerwood Lakes siren did not get approved.  There will be a LEPC meeting November 20 at 6:30 
p.m. at the Community Room.   
Hospital update:  Julie Murray, Litzenberg Hospital Administrator gave the Board an over view of what has been 
happening at the hospital.  They are going through open enrollment for their health insurance plan.  They are self-funded 
and there will be no rate increase.  They have made an improvement to the drug prescription card so that now they can go 
anywhere to fill scripts.  Dr. Manke has gone part time. 
Energy plan hearing:  Moved Graves, second Weller to go into hearing for the adding of an energy plan to the Merrick 
County Planning & Zoning Comprehensive Plan at 10:03 a.m.  Roll Call:  All Ayes. Keith Marvin said a statute states that 
all second class cities and above and counties have an energy element in place by January 2015 and there is no penalty 
clause.  The energy element being presented can be changed by the County Board if they choose to later.  Planning & 
Zoning Myers said the Planning & Zoning Board had approve the Energy Plan.  Moved Weller, second Graves to close 
the hearing at 10:07a.m.  Roll Call:  All Ayes.  Moved Weller, second Helgoth to add the Energy Element to the Merrick 
County Planning & Zoning Comprehensive Plan.  Roll Call:  All Ayes. 
Hospital Board appointment:   Moved Weller, second Graves to appoint Val Blauhorn to the Litzenberg Hospital Board 
per the recommendation from the Hospital Board.  Roll Call:  All Ayes. 
Certification of Highway Superintendent:  The Certification of the County Highway Superintendent for determining the 
incentive payment for January 1, 2014 to December 31, 2014 was presented to the Board for the approval to have the 
Chairman sign it.  Moved Graves, second Kucera to approve the Chairman signing the Certification of the County 
Highway Superintendent for determining the incentive payment for January 1, 2014 to December 31, 2014.  Roll Call:

Bader Park update:  Pat Carlson gave her end of the year report on Bader Park.  Carlson said the park is open 365 days a 
year.  Hahn wanted to personally thank Carlson for her hard work at Bader Park.  Carlson said the house renovation is 
about half done. 
County Government Day:  Tammy Stuhr said County Government Day would be Thursday, November 20, 2014 and 
they would like to have a mock board meeting as well as the mock trial that the students seem to really enjoy. 
4-H building project architect:  Extension Educator Tammy Stuhr presented the new contract she had received that 
morning with the corrections.  Stuhr went over the corrections with the Board and County Attorney.  The County will 
have to pay for insurance other than the construction.  The contractor should have insurance on the construction part but 
the other insurance will have to be covered by the County’s insurance company, NIRMA.  The bills will be due the first of 
each month for the project and if the project is dragged out longer than the agreed 48 months the architect’s rates would 
change.  County Attorney Homolka said that 11.8.1 needs to be broken down better in the contract.  The Board tabled the 
signing of the architect’s contract until the next Board meeting on November 25, 2014.   
Bond company:  County Attorney Homolka said that Ameritas rate was 1.1% with bond council for themselves only and 
D.A. Davidson’s was 1% inclusive.  Moved Helgoth, second Weller to go with D.A. Davidson as the bond company for 
the 4-H building project.  Roll Call:  All Ayes. 
Bond resolution:  The Board wants the bond resolution put on the next agenda and to have the accountant for the County 
at the next board meeting.  They will also need an agreement between the County Board and the Ag Society and also a 
lease. 
Pledge securities:  Treasurer Bolte said a pledge security for 3 million was pulled at Cornerstone Bank on October 24, 
2014 and another 2 million pulled on October 29, 2014.  The County was over pledged. 
Maximus:  A new Maximus contract for fiscal years 2014 through 2016 to complete the Merrick County Indirect Cost 
Allocation plan was presented to the Board for their approval.  Moved Weller, second Hahn to approve the new Maximus 
contract for fiscal years 2014 through 2016 to complete the Merrick County Indirect Cost Allocation plan.  Roll Call:  All 
Ayes. 
State Grant Award:  A duplicate of the State Grant Award with the Nebraska Commission on Law Enforcement and 
Criminal Justice was presented to the Board by County Attorney Homolka.  Homolka said that the Board had approved 
the grant award already but the Nebraska Commission lost the original so they need to approve the signing of the 
duplicate for Juvenile Diversion.  Moved Kucera, second Helgoth to approve the signing of the duplicate of the State 
Grant Award with the Nebraska Commission on Law Enforcement and Criminal Justice.  Roll Call:  All Ayes.

October 2014 fees:  The October 2014 fees from the Sheriff, Clerk of District Court, and County Clerk were presented 
for approval.  Moved Helgoth, second Kucera to approve the October 2014 fees from the Sheriff, Clerk of District Court, 
and County Clerk as presented.

November 2014 claims:  The November 2014 claims were presented to the Board for approval.  Kucera said she did not 
want to be paid for training on the counting/ resolution board.
